Funds are distributed through the existing urban and rural transit formulas - 80% of the
capital assistance funds are to be distributed through the Federal Transit Administration's
(FTA) urbanized formula; 10% through their rural formula; and 10% through their growing
states and high density formula

Fixed Guideway Modernization

$750 million was included for transit capital assistance grants.

Funds are allocated by a statutory formula to urbanized areas with rail systems that have
been in operation for at least seven years.
